ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. W. R. C. Smith, read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance providing for the issuance 
of permits and posting of surety bonds by 
persons soliciting subscriptions for books, 
magazines or literature or canvassing and 
solicitation for orders of goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, pictures, photographs: or services 
within the City of Lansing and providing 
penalties for the violation thereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Every person, residént and 
non-resident, who proposes to engage in 
soliciting subscriptions for books, maga- 
zines or literature anywhere in the City 
of Lansing or canvassing house to house 
or solicitation by telephone to householders 
for orders of goods, wares, merchandise, 
pictures, photographs or services within 
the City of Lansing shall make application 
to the Chief of Police for a permit so to 
do. No application shall be received 'of' a 
person under the age of eighteen years. 


Section 2. Such application shall be 
made in writing, in duplicate, and shall 
contain the following: 


(a) The name, residence, business ad- 
dress, age and occupation of the applicant. 


(b} The names and business addresses 
of the person, firm, or corporation, by 
whom employed or to be employed. 


(c) The length of service of such appli- 
cant with sueh employer. , 


(d) The place of residence and nature 
of the employment of applicant during the 
preceding year. 


_ (e) The nature, character or deseription 
of the books, magazines or literature or 
goods, wares, merchandise, pictures, photo- 
graphs, or services to be sold. 


(f) A personal description of applicant. 


(gz) The length of time for which the 
permit is desired, not to exceed one year. 


(h) The affidavit of applicant as to the 
truth of the matters set forth in the appli- 
cation. 

(i) Fingerprints of applicant. 


(j) Such other information as may be 
required by the Chief of Police. 
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(k) Said application shall be accom- 
panied by such credentials and other evi- 
dence of the good moral character and 
identity of the applicant as may be re- 
quited by the Chief of Police. 


Section 8. If the Chief of Poliee shall 
determine, after reasonable investigation, 
that the applicant is of good moral char- 
acter and proposes to engage in a lawful 
and legal enterprise he shall approve said 
application, retain one copy thereof and 
forward one copy to the City Clerk. 


Section 4. In addition to the above, said 
applicant shall furnish and file with the 
City Clerk, a bond in, the sum of one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars with sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the City Coun- 
cil when the sureties are individuals. Upon 
approval by the City Council, the City 
Clerk shall upon payment of the, sum of 
one ($1.00) dollar issue a permit. If the 
applicant shall deposit. the sum of one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars in cash with the 
City Clerk or file a bond with a surety 
company, authorized to do business in 
Michigan as surety, then the City Clerk 
shall upon payment. of ,the sum of one 
($1.00) dollar forthwith issue said permit. 
Said bond shall run to the City of Lansing 
and shall be conditioned on indemnifying 
and saving the City of Lansing from any 
and all damage or fraud. Such bond shall 
remain in force, not to’ exceed one year, 
and shall expire ninety (90) days after 
the holder of said permit notifies the City 
Clerk, in writing, that he or she has 
ceased to solicit or canvass as aforesaid 
and surrenders such permit to the City 
Clerk, provided, however, that any bona 
fide, needy resident of the city for a period 
of two (2) years, immediately preceding 
the filing of the application, persons sell- 
ing or taking subscriptions for religious 
books, magazines or literature and _ the 
agents or employees of any person, firm 
or corporation having a permanent place 
of business in the ‘City of Lansing, may 
be released from the requirement of post- 
ing of bond in the discretion of the City 
Council. 


Section 5. Said permit shall be carried 
at all times by the applicant to whom 
issued when soliciting or canvassing and 
it shall be exhibited by such applicant 
when requested so to do by any police offi- 
cer or any person solicited or canvassed. 
Such permit may be revoked by the Chief 
of Police for a violation by the holder 
thereof of any ordinances of the City of 
Lansing or of any State or Federal , law, 
for any misrepresentation made in said 
application or whenever the holder of such 
permit shall be guilty in the judgment of 
the Chief of Police of fraud, misrepresen- 
tation or deceit or shall cease to possess 
the character and qualities ‘required for the 
issuance of said permit. 


Nothing in this ordinance shall apply 
to the acts of persons selling products pro- 
duced, grown or manufactured by their 
own labor or a member of their family nor 
shall this ordinance be applied in such 
manner as to unlawfully interfere with 
interstate commerce. 
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Section 6. Any person who shall solicit 
or canvass as above described within the 
City of Lansing without having first ob- 
tained a permit and posted a bond as re- 
quired, with the exceptions noted, or who 
shall solicit or canvass without having 
such permit on his or her person or who 
otherwise violates the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars or imprisonment 
in the County Jail for a period not to ex- 
ceed ninety (90) days or by both such fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court. Each day or part thereof that a 
person shall be in violation of the’ pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be considered 
a separate violation thereof.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE , 


We start another year of City adminis- 
tration engulfed in the problems of all 
out conflict. To the fulfillment of our 
part of this great task I am sure all of 
us pledge our utmost effort. 


All of our Departments of Government 
will be called upon to perfbrm their City 
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services with less manpower. This means 
that it will be important and necessary for 
each and all of us to continue to lend our 
full effort, not only to the task at hand 
which is ours, but also aid the many other 
tasks in which our community will engage 


itself to meet the needs of our City and. 


our Country. 


During the past year we have giyen our 
prior attention to those agencies of public 
betterment that extend themselves far be- 
yond our City limits. This must continue 
and even be expanded. 


In co-operation with the County Board 
of Supervisors we were one of the first 
counties to establish and maintain an ade- 
quate Veterans Council. Much needed and 
valuable service is now rendered by the 
large number of individuals who form this 
group. 


The Civilian Defense Organization, in 
many of its branches has continued to 
give many hours of needed service to our 
community in support of, not only our 
undermanned Police and Fire Departments, 
but the many diversified tasks our com- 
munity was called upon to perform and 
fulfill. This effort involves the participa- 
tion of all of our people, and we are grate- 
ful for Lansing’s good record. It is hope- 
ful this splendid support can be continued. 


The obligation of Government under 
abnormal conditions can not be predeter- 
mined.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Wiegandt introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by the title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance providing for the licensing 
and regulation of cigarette vending ma- 
chines, juke boxes and mechanical amuse- 
ment devices, prohibiting the operation of 
gambling machines and games of chance, 
limiting the number of mechanical amuse- 
ment devices in any one establishment, pro- 
viding for the revocation of such license 
and providing penalties for the violation 
thereof. 
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The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Definition of Terms. As used 
in this ordinance, unless the context other- 
wise indicates. 


(a) The term ‘cigarette vending ma- 
chine” shall mean any automatic vending 
machine used for the sale of cigarettes and 
matches, and controlled by the insertion 
of a coin or coins. It shall not include 
machines or devices used solely for the 
vending of service, food, merchandise or 
confections. 


(b) The term ‘juke box’ shall mean 
any music vending machine, contrivance 
or device which, upon the insertion of a 
coin, slug, token, plate, disc, or key into 
any slot, crevice, or other opening, or by 
the payment of any price operates or may 
be operated, for the emission of songs, 
music or similar amusement. 


(c) The term “mechanical amusement 
device” shall mean any machine, which, 
upon insertion of a coin, slug, token, plate 


or disc, may be operated by the public gen-- 


erally for use as a game, entertainment or 
amusement, whether or not registering a 
score. It shall include such devices as 
marble machines, pinball machines, skill 
ball, mechanical grab machines and all 
games, operations, or transactions similar 
thereto under whatever name they may be 
indicated. 


(d) The terms “person,” ‘‘firm,’’ ‘“‘cor- 
poration,’’ or ‘‘association’’ as used herein 
shall inelude the following: Any person, 
firm, corporation or association which owns 
any such machine; the person, firm, cor- 
poration or association in whose place of 
business any such machine is placed for 
use by the public; or the person, firm, 
corporation or association having control 
Over such machine. 

a 

Section 2. Gambling Devices Not Per- 
mitted. Nothing in this ordinance shall in 
any way be construed to authorize, license 
or permit any gambling devices whatsoever, 
or any mechanism that has been judicially 
determined to be a gambling device, or in 
any way contrary to law, or that may be 
contrary to any future laws of the State 
of Michigan. 


Section 3. License Required. Any per- 
son, firm, corporation or association dis- 
playing for public patronage or keeping 
for operation any cigarette vending ma- 
chine, juke box, or mechanical amusement 
devise as herein defined by Section 1 shall 
be required to obtain a license from the 
City Clerk, upon payment of a license 
fee. Application for such license shall be 
made to the Chief of Police upon a form 
to be supplied by the City Clerk for that 
purpose. 


Section 4. Number in any establishment. 
It is hereby declared to be unlawful for 
any person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion to display for public patronage or keep 
for operation more than three mechanical 
amusement devices as defined in Section 1, 
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in any one establishment or place of busi- 
ness. 


Section 5. Application. The application 
for such license shall contain the follow- 
ing information: 


(a) Name and address of the applicant, 
age, date and place of birth and finger 
prints. 


(b) Prior convictions of applicant, if 
any. 


(ec) Place where machine or device is 
to be displayed or operated and the busi- 
ness conducted at that place. 


(d) Description of machine to be cov- 
ered by the license, mechanical features, 
name of manufacturer, serial number. 


(e) Whether applicant is the owner of 
the machine or device and if not the owner, 
the name and address of the owner. 


(f) Such other information as may be 
required by the Chief of Police.’ 


No license shall be issued to any appli- 
cant unless he shall be over twenty-one 
years of age and a citizen of the United 
States. Separate applications shall be made 
for each machine. 


Section 6. Inspection. Application for 
license shall be made in duplicate, both 
of which shall be filed with the Chief of 
Police who shall investigate the location 
wherein it is proposed to operate such 
machine, ascertain if the applicant is a 
person of good moral character, and either 
approve or disapprove the application. If 
said application is approved he shall de- 
liver one copy thereof to the City Clerk. 
No license shall be issued to any applicant 
unless approved by the Chief of Police. 


Section 7. License Fees. Every appli- 
eant, before being granted a license. shall 
pay the following annual license fee to 
the City Clerk for the privilege of oper- 
ating or maintaining for operation each 
cigarette vending machine, juke box or 
mechanical amusement device as defined 
in Section 1 herein: 


Per 
Machine. 
Cigarette Vending Machines ..... $10.00 
Juke Boxes _ . ‘ 
Mechanical Amusement ‘Devices $25. 00 
Each license shall expire on April 30. 


Section 8. Display of License. 


(a) Every machine so licensed shall bear 
suitable identification marks and numbers 
which shall be written by the City Clerk 
upon the license issued for such machine 
and such license shall be properly affixed 
to such machine so as to be visible at all 
times. 


(b) Such license may be transferred 
from one machine to another similar ma- 
chine upon application to the City Clerk 
to such effect and the giving of a descrip- 
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tion and serial number of such new ma- 
chine whereupon the City Clerk shall issue 
a new license without payment of an addi- 
tional fee, providing that said machine re- 
mains at the same location as the prior 
machine. 


(c) If the licensee shall move his place 
of business to another location within the 
City of Lansing the license may be trans- 
ferred to such new location upon applica- 
tion to the City Clerk, giving street and 
number of the new location, and approval 
therefore being given by the Chief of 
Police. 


(d) When the business of a licensee is 


sold or transferred, the license or licenses ~ 


of such licensee may be transferred to the 
new owner of transferee with the consent 
of the Chief of Police. : 


Section 9. Prohibitions and Restrictions. 


(a) No person, firm, corporation or as- 
sociation holding a license under this ordi- 
nance shall permit persons under twenty- 
one years of age to operate any cigarette 
vending machine, or any person under the 
age of eighteen years to play or operate 
any mechanical amusement device as de- 
fined in Section 1 of this ordinance. 


(b) No person, firm, corporation or as- 
sociation holding a license under this ordi- 
nance shall permit the playing of juke 
boxes, as defined in Section 1, between the 
hours of twelve o'clock midnight and seven 
o’clock A.M. of any day. 


Section 10. Revocation of License. Every 
license issued under this ordinance is sub- 
ject to the right, which is hereby expressly 
reserved, to revoke the same should the 
licensee, directly or indirectly, permit the 
operation of any cigarette vending ma- 
chine, juke box or mechanical amusement 
device contrary to the provisions of this 
ordinance, the ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, or the law of the State of Michi- 
gan. Said license may be revoked by the 
City Couneil after written notice to the 
licensee, which notice shall specify the ordi- 
. nance or law violations with which the li- 
censee is charged, if after a hearing the 
licensee is found to be guilty of such vio- 
lations. Five days notice of the hearing 
shall be given the licensee. At such hear- 
ing the licensee and his attorney may pre- 
sent and submit evidence in his defense. 


Section 11. Seizure and Destruction of 
Machine. If the Chief of Police shall have 
reason to believe any mechanical amuse- 
ment device is used as a gambling device, 
such machine may be seized by the police 
and impounded and if upon trial of the 
licensee for allowing it to be used as a 
gambling device said licensee be found 
guilty, such machine shall be destroyed by 
the police. 


Section 12. Penalty. Any person, firm, 
corporation or association violating any 
provisions of this ordinance, in addition to 
the revocation of any and all licenses is- 
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sued to it, him or them, shall be liable to 
a penalty of not more than $100.00 and 
costs of prosecution or imprisonment for 
a term not to exceed 90 days or both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court. 


Section 13. Separability of Provisions. It 
is the intention of the City Council that 
each separate provision of this ordinance 
shall be deemed independent of all other 
provisions herein, and it is further the in- 


tention of the City Council that if any pro- “ 


vision of this ordinance be declared invalid, 
all other provisions thereof shall remain 
valid and enforceable. 


Section 14. Effective Date. This ordi- 
nance shall beceome effective upon May 1, 


1945. 


Ald. W. R. C. Smith introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to amend Sections 3 and 
4 of an ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance 
rélative to the licensing those who intend 
to engage in and carry on the business of 
selling and exposing for sale, goods, wares 
and merchandise, and/or manufacturing 
within the City of Lansing.’’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 3 and 4 of an ordi- 
nance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance relative to 
the licensing those who intend to engage 
in and carry on the business of selling and 
Rone for sale goods, wares and mer- 
chandise, and/or manufacturing within the 
City of Lansing,’”’ are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


Section 3. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion desiring hereafter to engage in busi- 


‘ness in said City, shall make and file with 


the Assessors of said City, on blanks to 
be furnished by said Assessors, a statement 
(in duplicate) setting forth the character 
and location of the business in which they 
desire to engage; the amount and value 
of goods, equipment and other personal 
property as mentioned in Section 1 of this 
ordinance, which are to be used and em- 
ployed by them in carrying on such busi- 
ness; and the date on which they propose 
to begin carrying on such business, which 
statement shall be made under oath. 


The Assessors shall thereupon examine 
such goods, etc., and in the same manner 
as annual assessments are made for gen- 
eral taxes, they shall estimate the amount 
that such general taxes (July and Decem- 
ber taxes, combined) would be, on a cash 
valuation of said goods, equipment, etc., 
at the tax rates last used in said City for 
said taxes for the time from the beginning 
of such business up to the first day of 
APRIL following which shall be computed 
by months: Provided, however, that a ma- 
jor part of the month shall be construed 
and charged for as a full month.

The Assessors shall, at once, file the 
application and statement, as well as their 
findings and estimates, with the Clerk of 
the City, together with a recommendation 
of the amount of license fee to be charged, 
which amount shall be based on, and com- 
parable with, the amount of taxes paid by 
competing businesses’ for the same period 
of time on like valuations. 


At the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, or at a special meeting called for the 
purpose, the said Clerk shall present the 
same to the said Council, and said Council 
shall thereupon fix and determine by reso- 
lution the amount of license fee to be paid 
by such applicant, and the said Clerk shall 
immediately issue a- license to the appli- 
cant upon the payment of’ the sum so fixed 
by the said Council: Provided, that the 
said Council may, if deemed advisable, hold 
a hearing on the subject after giving the 
applicant notice of the time and place of 
such hearing. 


Section 4. Any person, firm, or corpo- 
ration, having paid the license fee as pro- 
vided in Section three of this ordinance, 
and having discontinued to do business 
and having removed all their goods, fix- 
tures, equipment, etc., out of the City of 
Lansing, prior to the first day of APRIL 
of any year, may receive a rebate from the 
City of such part of the license fee, as the 
number of full months from the cessation 
of business and removal of the property 
up to the first of APRIL following, com- 
pares to the total number of months for 
which the ligense was paid, and in all cases 
said Council shall, by resolution, direct the 
Mayor and Clerk of the City to draw a 

~ warrant on the City Treasurer, in favor of 
such licensee, for any sum to be so re- 
bated: Provided, however, that the amount 
to be retained by the City shall in no case 
be less than 25% of the amount of such 
license fee so paid. 


If such person, firm, or corporation shall 
still be doing business on the first day of 
April following the payment of said license 
fee then the Assessors shall place said per- 
son, firm, or corporation on the regular 
Assessment and tax roll of the City in the 
same manner as all other businesses in 
the City are assessed.

SOLICITING MAGAZINES AND BOOKS 


An ordinance providing for the issuance 
of permits and posting of surety bonds by 
non-resident persons soliciting subscriptions 
for books, magazines or literature or can- 
vassing and solicitation for orders of goods, 
wares, merchandise, pictures, photographs 
or services within the City of Lansing and 
providing: penalties for the violation 
thereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Every person, .who has not 
been a resident of the City of Lansing 
for a period of at least six months, who 
proposes to engage in soliciting subscrip- 
tions for books, magazines or literature 
anywhere in the City of Lansing or can- 
vassing. house to house or solicitation by 
telephone to householders for orders of 
goods, wares, merchandise, pictures, photo- 
graphs or services within the City of Lan- 
sing shall make application to the Chief 
of Police for a permit so to do. No appli- 
cation shall be received of a, person under 
the age of eighteen years. 


: Section 2. Such application shall be made 
in writing, in duplicate, and shall contain 
the following: 


(a) The name, residence, business ad- 
dress, age and occupation of the appli- 
cant. ' 


(b) The names and business addresses 
of the person, firm or corporation by whom 
employed or to be employed. 


(c) The length of ‘service of such appli- 
cant ‘with such employer. 


(d) ‘The place of residence and nature 
of the employment of | applicant during the 
preceeding year. 


‘‘(e) The nature, character or description 
of the books, magazines or literature or 
goods, wares, merchandise, pictures, photo- 
graphs, or services to be sold. 


(f) A personal description of applicant. 


(g) The length of time for which the 
permit is desired, not to ‘exceed one year. 


(h) The affidavit of applicant as to the 
truth of the matters set forth in the 
application. 

(i) Fingerprints of applicant. 


‘(j) Such other information as may be 
required by the Chief of Police. 


(k) Said application shall be accom- 


panied by such credentials and other evi- ° 


dence of the good moral character and 
identity of the applicant as may be required 
by the Chief of Police. 
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’ 


‘Section 3. If the Chief of Police shall 
determine, after reasonable investigation, 
that the applicant is of good moral char- 
acter and proposes to engage in a lawful 
and legal enterprise he shall approve said 
application, retain one copy thereof and 
forward one copy to the City’ Clerk. 


Section 4. In addition to the above, said 
applicant shall furnish and file with the 
City Clerk a bond in the sum of one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars with sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the City Coun- 
cil when the sureties are individuals. Upon 
approval by the City Council the City Clerk 
shall. upon: payment of the sum of one 
($1.00) dollar issue a permit. If the ap- 
plicant shall deposit the sum of one hind- 
red ($100.00) dollars in cash with the City 
Clerk or file a bond with a surety com- 


pany, authorized to do business in Michi- © 


gan as surety, then the City Clerk shall 
upon payment of the:sum of one ($1.00) 
dollar forthwith issue said permit. Said 
bond shall run to the City of Lansing and 
shall be conditioned on indemnifying and 
saving the City of Lansing from any and 
ql damage or fraud. Such bond shall re- 

ain in force, not to exceed one year, and 
shall expire ninety (90) days after the 
holder of said permit notifies the City 
Clerk, in writing, that he or she has ceased 
to solicit or canvass as aforesaid and sur- 
renders such permit to the City Clerk, pro- 
vided, however, that persons selling or 
taking subscriptions for religious books, 
magazines or literature and the agents or 
employees of any person, firm or corpora- 
tion having a permanent place of business 
in the City of Lansing, may be released 
from the requirement of posting of bond 
in the discretion of the City Council. 


Section 5. Said permit shall be carried 
at all times by the applicant to whom 
issued when soliciting or canvassing and 
it shall be exhibited by such applicant when 
requested so to do by any police officer or 
any person solicited or canvassed. Such 
permit may be revoked by the Chief of 
Police for a violation by the holder thereof 
of any ordinances of. the City of Lansing 
or of any State or Federal law, for any 
misrepresentation made in said applica- 
tion or whenever the holder of such permit 
shall be guilty in the judgment of the Chief 
of Police of fraud, misrepresentation or 
deceit or shall cease to possess the char- 
acter and qualities required for the issu- 
ance of said permit. 


Nothing in this ordinance shall apply 
to the acts of persons selling products pro- 
duced, grown or manufactured by their 
own labor or a member of their family 
nor shall this ordinance be applied in such 
manner as to unlawfully interfere with 
interstate commerce. 


Section 6. Any such person who shall 
solicit or canvass as above described within 
the City of Lansing without having; first 
obtained a permit and posted a bohd as 
required with the exceptions noted, or who 
otherwise violates the provisions of this 
ordinauce shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction thereof shall 
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be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars or imprisonment 
in the County Jail for a period not to 
exceed ninety (90) days or by both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court. Each day or part thereof that 
a person shall be in violation of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be con- 
sidered a separate violation thereof. 


SECOND-HAND DEALERS

At the request of General Motors Cor- 
poration, the Cemetery and Park Board 
have had under consideration the transfer 
of the remaining acreage in the ‘“‘Children’s 
Playground” to the Oldsmobile Division of

age which in the opinion and judgment of 
the Board are better suited and more de- 
sirable as park properties.

ORDINANCES

Section 1 of an Ordinance to 
regulate and restrict the location of trades 
and industries and the location of buildings 
designed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings here- 


after erected or altered, to regulate and de- . 


termine the area of yards, courts and other 
open spaces surrounding buildings, to limit 
and restrict the maximum number of 
families which may be housed in dwellings 
hereafter erected or altered and for said 
purposes to divide the: city into districts 
and within such districts to regulate and 
restrict the erection, construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, repair or use of build- 
ings, structures and land, to provide for 
the administration of said regulations and 
to prescribe penalties for the violation of 
the provisions hereof, and to provide for 
the enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 1927, 
and all amendments thereto and all other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith, is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


SECTION 1 


Definitions 


For the purpose of this ordinance, certain 
terms and words are herewith defined as 
follows: 


Words used in the present tense include 
the future; words in the singular include 
the plural number, and words in the plural 
number include the singular number; the 
word “building” includes the word “struc- 
ture”; the word “shall’’ is mandatory and 
not directory. (Any word not herein de- 
fined shall be construed as defined in the 
Housing Code of Michigan, Act 167, Public 
Acts of 1917, and amendments thereto.) 


Accessory Building: A subordinate build- 
ing or portion of main building, the use 
of which is incidental to that of the main 
building. 


Alley: A way which affords only a 
secondary means of access to abutting 
property. 


4 Apartment House: See Multiple Dwell- 
ing. 


Basement: A story having part but not 
more than one-half (1%) its height below 
grade’ A basement is counted as a story 
for the purpose of height regulations, if 
subdivided and used for business or dwell- 
ing purposes by others than a janitor em- 
ployed on the premises. 


Boarding House: A building other than 
a hotel, where, for compensation and by 
prearrangement for definite periods, meals, 
or lodgings and meals are provided for 
three (3) or more persons, but not exceed- 
ing twenty (20) persons. 
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Building, Height of: The vertical dis- 
tance measured from the curb level to the 
highest point of the roof surface if a flat 
roof; to the deck line of mansard roofs; 
and to the mean height level between eaves 
and ridge for gable, hip, and gambel roofs. 
For buildings set back from the street line 
the height of the building may be measured 
from the average elevation of the finished 
grade along the front of the building. 


Building: A structure having a roof 
supported by columns or walls and when 
separated by a division wall without open- 
ings, each portion of such building shall 
be deemed a separate building except as 
provided in Section 19, 


Cellar: A story having more than one- 
half of its height below the average level 
of the adjoining ground. A cellar shall 
not be counted as a story for purposes of 
height measurement. 


Curb Level: The level of the established 
curb in front of the building measured at 
the center of such front. Where no curb 
has been established the city engineer shall 
establish such curb level of its equivalent 
for the purpose of this ordinance. 


District: Any section of the City of Lan- 
sing for which the regulations governing 
the use of buildings and premises or the 
height and bulk of buildings or the maxi- 
mum number of families are uniform. 


Dwelling: Any building, or portion 
thereof, which is designed or used exclu- 
sively for residential purposes. 


Dwelling, One-Family: A detached build- 
ing .designed for or occupied exclusively 
by one family. ° 


Dwelling, Two-Family. A detached or 
semi-detached building designed for or 
occupied exclusively by two families, living 
independently of each other. 


Dwelling, Multiple: A building or por- 
tion thereof used or designed as a residence 
for three or more families living inde- 
pendently of each other, and doing their 
own cooking in said building, including 
apartments, apartment hotels and group 
houses. 


Family: One or more persons occupying 
a premises and living as a single house- 
keeping unit, as distinguished from a group 
occupying a boarding house, a_ lodging 
house, or hotel, as herein defined. ' 


Filling Station: Any building or prem- 
ises used solely or principally for the stor- 
ing, dispensing, sale or offering for sale 
at retail of any automobile fuels or oils. 


Frontage: All the property on one stde 
of a street or place between two inter- 
secting streets or places (crossing or ter- 
minating) measured along the line of the 
street or place, or if the streeet or place 
be dead-ended then all of the property 
abutting on one side between an intersect- 
ing streeet or place and the dead-end of 
the street or place. 
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Garage, Private: An accessory building 
designed or used for the storage of not 
more than three (3) motor-driven vehicles 
owned and used by the occupants of the 
building to which it is accessory. 


Garage, Public: Any premises, except 
those described as a private or storage gar- 
age, used for the storage or care of self- 
propelled vehicles, or where any such ve- 
hicles are equipped for operation, repaired 
or kept for remuneration, hire or sale. 


Garage, Storage: A building or portion 
thereof designed or used exclusively for 
term storage by prearrangement of motor- 
driven vehicles, as distinguished from daily 
storage furnished transients, and at which 
motor fuels and oils are not sold, and 
motor-driven vehicles are not equipped, re- 
paired, hired or sold. 


Group Houses: A group of dwellings 
not more than two rooms deep facing upon 
a place as herein defined. 


Grade: a—For buildings having walls 
adjoining one street only the elevation of 
the sidewalk at the center of the wall 
adjoining the street. 


b—For buildings having walls adjoining 
more than one street the average of the 
elevation of the sidewalk at the centers of 
all walls adjoining the streets. 


e—For buildings having no wall adjoin- 
ing the street the average level of the 
finished surface of the ground adjacent to 
the exterior walls of the building. 


Any wall approximately parallel to and 
not more than five (5) feet from a street 
line is to be considered as adjoining the 
street. 


Home Occupation: Any occupation or 
profession carried on by a member of a 
family, residing on the premises, in con- 
nection with which there is used no sign 
other than one non-illuminated name plate 
attached to the building entrance which 
is not more than one square foot in area; 
provided that no commodity is sold upon 
the premises; provided that no person is 
employed other than a member of the im- 
mediate family residing on the premises; 
provided that no mechanical equipment 
is installed except such that is normally 
for purely domestic or household purposes; 
and provided that not over twenty-five 
(25%) percent of the total actual floor 
area of any story is used for home occupa- 
tion or professional purposes. 


Hotel: A building occupied as the more 
or less temporary abiding place of indi- 
viduals who are lodged with or without 
meals and in which there are more than 
twelve (12) sleeping rooms usually occu- 
pied singly and no provision made for 
cooking in any individual room or apart- 
ment. 


Lodging House: A building where lodg- 
ing only is provided for compensation to 
three (3) or more, but not exceeding 
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twenty (20) persons, in contradistinction 
to hotels open to transients. 


Lot of Record: A lot which is a part 
of a subdivision, the map of which has 
been recorded in the office of the Register 
of Deeds of Ingham County, or a lot de- 
scribed by metes and bounds, the deed to 
which has been recorded in the office of the 
Register of Deeds of Ingham County. 


Lot: Land occupied or to be occupied 
by a building arid its accessory buildings 
together with such open spaces as are re- 
quired under this ordinance and having its 
principal frontage upon a street or officially 
approved place. 


Corner Lot: A lot situated at the junc- 
tion of two or more streets or places. 


Interior Lot: A lot other than a corner 
ot. 


Through Lot: An interior lot having 
frontage on two parallel or approximately 
parallel streets. 


Lot Lines: The lines bounding a lot. 


Non-Conforming Use: Any building or 
land lawfully occupied by a use at the 
time of passage of this ordinance or amend- 
ments thereto which does not conform after 
the passage of this ordinance or amend- 
ments thereto with the use regulations of 
the district in which it is situated. 


Place: An open unoccupied space other 
than a street or alley permanentiy reserve 
as the principal means of access to abut- 
ting property. ; 


Stable, Private: A stable with capacity 
for not more than two horses, provided, 
however, that the capacity of a private 
stable may be increased if the premises 
whereon such stable is located contains an 
area of not less than five thousand (5,000) 
square feet for each horse accommodated. 


Stable, Public: A stable, other than a 
private stable, with a capacity for more 
than two horses. 


Story: That portion of a building in- 
cluded between the surface of any floor 
and the surface of the floor next above it, 
or if there be no floor above it, then the 
space between such floor and the ceiling 
next above it. 


Story-Half: A space under a sloping 
roof which has the line of intersection of 
roof decking and wall face not more than 
three feet above the top floor level, and in 
which space not more than two-thirds of 
the floor area is finished off for use. A 
half-story containing independent apart- 
ment or living quarters shall be counted 
as a full story. 


Street: All property dedicated or in- 
tended for public or private street purposes 
or subject to public easements therefor. 


Structure: Anything constructed or 
erected, the use of which requires more 
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or less permanent location on the ground 
or attached to something having a perma- 
nent location on the ground. When a struc- 
ture is divided into separate parts by an 
unpierced wall, each part shall be deemed 
a separate structure. 


Structural Alterations: Any change in 
the supporting members of a building such 
as bearing walls, columns, beams or gird- 
ers, or any substantial changes in the roof 
and exterior walls. 


Trailer or Tourist Camp: An area con- 
taining cne or more structures designed 
or intended to be used as temporary living 
facilities of two or more families and in- 
tended primarily for automobile transients 
or providing spaces where two or more 
tents or auto trailers can be parked pro- 
vided that no person or family occupies 
the parking or living facilities of such a 
camp for more than thirty (30) consecu- 
tive days. 


Yard: An open space on the same lot 
with a building unoccupied and unobstruct- 
ed from the ground upward, -except as 
otherwise provided herein. The measure- 
ment of a yard shall be construed as the 
minimum horizontal distance between the 
lot line and the building or structure. 


Front Yard: A yard extending across 
the front of the lot between the inner side 
yard lines and meeasured between: 


(a) The front line of the lot and the near- 
est point of the building, and 


(b) The front line of the lot and the near- 
est point of any open, unenclosed porch 
or paved terrace. 


Rear Yard: A yard extending across the 
rear of a lot measured between lot lines 
and being the minimum horizontal distance 
between the rear lot line and the rear of 
the main building or any projections other 
than steps, unenclosed balconies or unen- 
closed porches. On corner lots the rear 
yard shall be considered as parallel to the 
street upon which the lot has its least 
dimension. On both corner lots and in- 
terior lots the rear yard shall in all cases 
be at the opposite end of the lot from the 
front yard. 


Yard, Side: A. yard between the side lot 
line and the nearest side line of the dwell- 
ing and extending from rear line of dwell- 
ing to the front lot line.

At a meeting of the. Traffic Commission 
held on Friday, March 2, 1945, the matter 
of the number of accidents occurring at 
East Michigan Avenue and the New York 
Central Railroad crossing, was discussed 
by the Commission. 


From the facts on hand it appears that 
there is not sufficient warning to motorists 
indicating that the crossing gates are to 
be lowered and as a result, several cars 
have crashed through the gates even though 
driving at moderate speeds. 


It was the opinion of the Commission,,. 


that some additional warning, such as a 
flasher, should be installed to warn motor- 
ists that the gates are to be lowered, thereby 
aiding in the prevention of what could. be 
a serious accident. —

It shall not be necessary for a driver of a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
police officer or traffic contro] signal indicates that he may proceed. 


The Traffic Commission is hereby authorized and required to place and maintain or cause 
to be placed and maintained on each and every street intersecting a stop street designated 
above, and at or near the property line of the stop street, appropriate signs upon the 
streets, and in addition thereto may place and maintain any appropriate device or marks 
in the roadway, such signs, devices or marks to bear the word ‘“Stop’”’ and such signs to be 


located in such position, and to be provided with letters of a size to be clearly legible from a 
distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street.

PARKING BETWEEN CURB AND SIDEWALK PROHIBITED 


Section 45. No motor vehicle shall be parked, kept or stored between the curb and side- 
walk or between sidewalk and street or highway used for the purpose of vehicular traffic, 
except where said space is paved and the curb removed, on any street within the City of 
Lansing; provided further, that on any street upon which a parking time limit is in effect, 
the same regulations shall apply to the paved area between the curb and sidewalk. .

ORDINANCES 


Alderman W. R. C. Smith introduced an 
ordinance to amend Sections 13,°52 and 87 


APRIL 2, 1945 


of an Ordinance entitled: “An Ordinance 
regulating traffic upon the public streets 
of the City of Lansing and repealing Ordi- 
nance No. 167 and all other ordinances 
and sections of ordinances in conflict here- 
with,” which was read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 13, 52 and 87 of an 
Ordinance entitled: “An Ordinance regu- 
lating traffic upon the public streets of 
the City of Lansing and repealing Ordi- 
nance No. 167 and all other ordinances 
and sections of ordinances in conflict here- 
ae ” are hereby amended to read as fol- 
ows: ; 


Interference With Signs and Signals 
Prohibited ; 


Section 13. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to wilfully deface, injure, 
move, obstruct or interfere with any offi- 
cial traffic sign or signal. It shall also be 
unlawful to drive vehicle wilfully through 
or across a freshly painted centerline or 
crosswalk at any location where flags or 
other suitable warning devices have been 
placed indicating that such line has been 
freshly painted. 


Overtaking a Vehicle 
Section 52. Except as otherwise provided 
in this section the following rules shall 
eoxern the overtaking and passing of vehi- 
cles ; 


(a) ‘The driver of any vehicle overtaking 
another vehicle proceeding in the same di- 
rection shall pass at a safe distance to the 


_left thereof, and when safely clear of such 


overtaken vehicle shall take up a posi- 
tion as near the right-hand edge of the 
main traveled portion of the highway as is 
practicable: Provided, That a_ vehicle 
whose driver has signalled his intention to 
turn left shall not be passed on the left. 
Overtaking vehicles in such cases shall be 
permitted to pass to the right. 


(b) The driver of an overtaken vehicle 
shall give way to the right in favor of 
the overtaking vehicle on suitable and 
audible signal and shall not increase the 
speed of his vehicle until sreavertely passed 
by the overtaking vehicle. 


(c) In the event vehicles on a Nae or 
highway are moving in two or more sub- 
stantially continuous lines the provisions 
of subdivisions (a) and’ (b) of this section 
shall not be considered as prohibiting the 
vehicle in one such line overtaking or pass- 
ing the vehicle in another such line either 
upon the right or the left nor shaijl the 
provisions of subdivisions (a) and (b) of 
this section be construed to prohibit a 
driver overtaking and passing upon _ the 
right another vehicle which is making or 
about to make a left turn. 


(d) No vehicle shall be driven to the left 
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side of the center of a 2 lane highway or 
in the center lane of a 3 lane highway in 
overtaking and passing another’ vehicle 
proceeding in the same direction unless 
such left side or center lane is clearly 
visible and is free of oncoming traffic for 
a sufficient distance ahead to permit such 
overtaking and passing to be completely 
made without interfering with the safe 
operation of any vehicle approaching from 
ne opposite direction or any vehcile over- 
taken. 


. (e) No vehicle shall at any time _ be 
driven to the left side of the highway un- 
der the following conditions: 


1. When approaching the crest of ‘a 
grade or upon a curve in the highway 
where the driver’s view is obstructed with- 
in such distance as to create a hazard in 
the event another vehicle might spureges 
from the opposite direction ; 


2. When traversing any intersection or 
railroad crossing ; 


3. When the view is obstructed upon ap- 
proaching within 100 feet of any bridge, 
viaduct or tunnel. 


(f) The foregoing limitations shall not 
apply upon a one-way highway. 


~ 


Duty to Step in Event of Accident 


Section 87. The driver of any vehicle 
involved in any accident resulting in in- 
jury or death to any person or damage to 
property shall give his name, address, 
and the registration number of his vehicle 
end exhibit his operator’s or chauffeur’s 
license to the person struck or the driver 
or occupants of any vehicle collided with 
and shall render to any person injured in 
such accident reasonable assistance includ- 
ing the carrying of such person to a phy- 
sician or surgeon for medical or surgical 
treatment if it is apparent that such treat- 
ment is necessary or is requested by the 
injured person. 


If the operator of such vehicle is not the 
owner thereof said operator shall give -the 
name and address of the owner of such 
vehicle, together with registered number 
thereof. : 


Every person convicted under this sec- 
tion upon a charge of failure to stop after 
an accident resulting in injury or death 


to any person or property damage shall . 


be punished by imprisonment in the mu- 
nicipal jail or the county jail for not more 
than ninety days, or by fine of not more 
than One Hundred Dollars, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.

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CITY OF LANSING EMPLOYMENT 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for all 
City employees who are not under the 
jurisdiction of a Board: 


1. POLICY: Any employee or employees 
shall have the right and privilege of ap- 
pearing before the Department Head, the 
Labor Relations Committee of the City 
Council or the City Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feel- 
ing himself aggrieved shall personally re- 
port said grievance to the Foreman and 
if after a reasonable time the employee 
feels that the Foreman has ignored his 
grievance or the same has not been settled 
satisfactorily to him he may go directly 
to the Department Head, and if, after a 
reasonable time the employee feels that 
the Department Head has ignored his 
grievance or the same has not been settled 
satisfactorily to him, he may go directly 
to the Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council, and if, after a reasonable 
time the employee feels that the Labor 
Relations Committee of the City Council 
has ignored his grievance, or the same has 
not been settled satisfactorily to him, he 
may go to the City Council as a whole. 


3. HOURS: Forty hours shall constitute 
a work week, and eight hours a work day, 
for which the regular hourly rate shall 
be paid and time and one-half thereafter 
shall be paid to hourly employees. All em- 
ployees who work four or more hours be- 
tween 7:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M. shall re- 
ceive 5c per hour premium pay for each 
hour, up to eight hours, worked in that 
shift. This premium of 5c per hour is to 
be added to the total wages and does not 
increase the pay rate. Any week in which 
a holiday falls shall be figured as a 32 
hour week and overtime pay at time and 
one-half shall be paid after 32 hours when 
the holiday falls within the work week. 
Time and one-half shall also be paid to any 
employee required to work on any holiday, 
and double time shall be paid for the 
seventh consecutive day in any calendar 
week to all employees so required to work. 
The holidays referred to herein are New 
Year’s Day, Decoration Day, July 4th, 
Labor Day, Thanksgiving and Christmas. 


4. SENIORITY: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who enter the Armed Forces of the United 
States in the present emergency shall be 
given a leave of absence from their posi- 
tions, and upon their Honorable Discharge 
and if physically fit to perform the duties 
of the position which they held upon en- 
tering the service, shall be reinstated to 
such position or one comparable to it with 
seniority rights computed to the date of 
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re-entering City employment; Provided, 
that application be made within 90 days 
after such discharge. 


(b) That anyone who obtains a written 
leave of absence shall retain his seniority 
upon his return to city employment. 


(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during time off, not to exceed two 
years, shall be considered in continuous 
service of the City. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 
employment with the City shall immedi- 
ately forfeit all seniority rights and any 
person who may be laid off from em- 
ployment by the City and who is not 
re-employed by the City within one year, 
shall forfeit all accumulated seniority. 


5. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each Depart- 
ment will provide a bulletin board for the 
exclusive use of its employees. 


3 
6. REPORT PAY: Any person request- 
ing to report for work with no work avail- 
able shall receive a minimum of two hours 
of “hour pay” at the regular hourly rate. 


7 SICK LEAVE: Employees with 6 
months service or less—no sick leave; em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service—2 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 2 years and up to 
5 years service—3 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5 weeks @ $20.00 per week after first week 
per year. 


Balance of unused sick leave not to ex- 
ceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for 
period not to exceed 4 years plus sick leave 
for current year. Maximum in any case 
not to exceed 13 weeks. 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
certificate or other satisfactory evidence. 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first week of disability until employee has 
been disabled for 21 consecutive days in 
which case sick leave shall start from first 
day of disability. : 


No sick leave pay to be granted in com- 
pensable accident cases where employees 
receive workmen’s compensation. 
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8. WAGE AND HOURS: All questions 
concerning wage and hours shall be dis- 
cussed with the Labor Relations Commit- 
tee whose duty it is to discuss such mat- 
ters with the Salary, Ways and Means 
Committee of the City Council and it shall 
be the duty of the Salary, Ways and Means 
Committee to bring the question before the 
City Council as a whole for final disposi- 
tion. 


9. VACATIONS: All regular full time 
City employees who are paid on an hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing shall 
receive vacation with pay under the fol- 
lowing rules: 


(a) All regular hourly rate employees 
having from 1 to 3 years service, inclusive, 
shal be given one week vacation with pay 
annually. Regular hourly rate employees 
with more than 8 years service shall be 
given 2 weeks vacation with pay annually, 
if accrued and earned, which shall be pre- 
dicted upon one day of vacation for each 
180 hours employed, but not to exceed two 
calendar weeks, and they shall be paid 
during said vacation period on the basis 
of the normal work week for the job or 
class of work on which they are regularly 
employed, and at the authorized rate of 
pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(b) Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year 
if accrued and earned which shall be pre- 
dicated upon one day of vacation for each 
four and one-third weeks employed, but 
not to exceed two calendar weeks per year 
and they shall be paid on the basis of 
a five day work week at the authorized 
eon of pay at the time the vacation is 

en. 


_(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to vaca- 

tion leave, shall ‘receive one day’s leave 
for each 180 hours worked, the whole not 
to exceed two calendar weeks and shall 
be paid therefor on the basis of five eight 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) An employee, upon request of his 
Department Head, may waive his rights to 
his vacation and continue to work, instead, 
receiving therefor his regular pay in addi- 
tion to his vacation pay. 


(e) For computing vacations for the 
calendar year 1945 the accrual of time em- 
ployed shall begin on May 1, 1944. Vaca- 
tion schedules for employees of all depart- 
ments shall be developed by the Depart- 
ment Heads. It shall be the policy of each 
Department Head to schedule vacations 
over as wide a period as possible in order 
to eliminate the necessity of extra help. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulations, together with any 
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amendments, shall be posted on the em- 
ployee’s bulletin board.

and within such districts to regulate and 
restrict the erection, construction, recon-

SIGN BEARING THE WORDS “REZON-

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SIZE. In case, however, that the City 
Planning Commission disapproves’ the 
change, or of a protest against such 
changes duly signed and acknowledged by 
the owners of twenty (20) percent or more 
of the frontage proposed to be altered, or 
by the owners of twenty (20) percent or 
more of the frontage immediately in the 
rear thereof, or by the owners of twenty 
(2®) percent of the frontage directly op- 
posite the frontage proposed to be altered, 
such amendment shall not be passed except 
by the three-fourths vote of all members 
of the City Council.

An Ordinance to regulate and control 
the parking of motor vehicles on land adja- 
cent to the City hall and city hall annex, 
to authorize the issuing of. permits to 
park on said lands and to provide penalties 
for violations hereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to park any motor vehicle on any 
of the lands adjacent to the South and 
East sides of the city hall or the North 
and East sides of the city hall annex ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided, without first 


obtaining a permit to so park, issued by. 


the Chief of Police of the® City of Lan- 
sing. 


Section 2. The Mayor, the Director of 
Public Service and the Chief of Police are

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ORDINANCES 


Ald. Wiegandt introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance providing for the licensing 
and regulation 6f juke boxes and mechan- 
ical amusement devices, prohibiting the 
operation of gambling machines and games 
of chance, limiting the number of me- 
chanical amusement devices in any one 
establishment, providing for the revocation 
of such licenses and providing penalties for 
the violation thereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Definition of Terms. As used 
in this ordinance, unless the contex other- 
wise indicates. 
shall mean 


(a) The term “juke box’’ 


‘any music vending machine, contrivance 


or device which, upon the insertion of a 
coin, slug, token, plate, dist, or key into 
any slot, crevice, or other opening, or by 
the payment of any price, operates or may 
be operated, for the emission of songs, mu- 
sic or similar amusement. 


(b) The term ‘mechanical amusement 
device’”’ shall mean any machine, which, 


-upon insertion of a coin, slug, token, plate 


or disc, may be operated by the public 
generally for use as a game, entertain- 
ment or amusement, whether or not reg- 
istering a score. It shall include such de- 
vices .as marble machines, pinball ma- 
chines, skill ball, mechanical grab ma- 
chines and all games, operations, or trans- 
actions similar thereto under whatever 
name they may be indicated. f 


(c) The term “person,” “firm,” ‘“‘corpo- 
ration,” or ‘‘association’’ as used herein 
shall include the following: Any person, 
firm, corporation or association which owns 
any such box or device; the person, firm, 
corporation or association in whose place 
of business any such box or device is 
placed for use by the public; or the per- 
son, firm, corporation or association hav- 
ing control over such box or device. 


(d) The term “owner’’ is any person, 
firm or corporation who actually owns and 
has title to any such juke box or device 
and who receives all of the profits from 
the operation of said juke box or device. 
used or operated in his own place of busi- 
ness or businesses. 


(e) The term ‘“‘operator’’ is any person, 
firm or corporation who owns or has con- 
trol of any such juke box or device and 
who contracts or permits any suth box or 
device to be installed or operated in other 
than his own place or places of business. 


Section 2. Gambling Devices Not Per- 
mitted. Nothing in this ordinance shall in 
any way be construed to authorize, license 
or permit any gambling devices whasoever, 
or any mechanism that has been or may 
be judicially determined to be a gambling 
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device, or in any way contrary to law, 
or that may be contrary to ‘any future 
laws of the State of Michigan. If any 
such gambling device is licensed under this 
ordinance, such licensing shall not be con- 
strued as legalizing such gambling device. 


Section 3. License Required. Any per- 
son, firm, corporation or association dis- 
playing for public patronage or keeping 
for operation any juke box, or mechanical 
amusement device as herein defined by 
Section 1 shall be required to obtain a 
license from the City Clerk, upon payment 
of a license fee. Application for such 
license shall be made to the Chief of Police 
upon a form to be supplied by the City 
Clerk for that purpose. I¢ is hereby de- 
clared to be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to display for public patron- 
age or keep for operation any juke box or 
mechanical amusement device, as defined 
in Section 1, without such box or device 
being licensed as herein provided. 


No license shall be required of nor shall 
this ordinance apply to any juke box oper- 
ated solely by the owner thereof or oper- 
ated by others with the owners’ consent 
without payment of any charge, fee of the 
insertation of any coin, slug, token, plate, 
disk or key. p 


Section 4. Number in Any _  Establish- 
ment. It is hereby declared to be unlawful 
for any person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation to display for public patronage or, 
keep for operation more than three me- 
chanical amusement devices as defined in 
Section 1, in any one establishment or 
place of business. 


Section 5. Application. The application 
for such license shall contain the following 
information: 


(a) Name and address of the applicant, 


age, date and place of birth and 
finger prints, 


(b) Prior convictions of applicant, if 
any. 


(c) Place where box or device is to be 
displayed or operated and the busi- 
ness conducted at that place. 


(d) Description of box or device to be 
covered by the license, mechanical 
features, name of manufacturer, 
serial number. 


(e) Whether applicant is the owner of 
the box or device and if not the. 
owner the name and address of the 
owner. 


(f) Such other information. as may be 
required by the Chief of Police. 


No license shall be issued to any appli- 
cant unless he shall be over twenty-one 
years of age and a citizen of the United 
States. Separate applications shall be 
made for each machine. : 


Section 6. Inspection. Application for 
license shall be made in duplicate, both 


e 
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of which shall be filed with the Chief of 
Police who shall investigate the location 
wherein it is proposed to operate such ma- 
chine, ascertain if the applicant is a per- 
son of good moral character, and either 
approve or disapprove the application. One 
copy thereof shall be delivered to the City 
Clerk who shall submit the same to the 
City Council for approval or disapproval. 


Section 7. License Fees. Every owner 
shall pay the following annual license 
fees to the City Clerk for the privilege of 
operating or maintaining for operation 
each juke box or mechanical amusement 
device as defined in Section 1 herein. 


Juke Boxes _.... ....... $25.00 per box 
Mechanical amusement ‘ 
devices __.......... $25.00 per device 


‘Every operator shall pay the following 
annual license fees to the City Clerk for 
the privilege of operating and maintaining 
for operation each juke box or mechanical 
amusement device as defined in Section 1. 


One thousand dollars for the first juke 
box or mechanical amusement device. 


Five dollars for each additional juke box 
or amusement device. 


Each license shall expire on April 30th. 
The fee for such license granted after 
November list of any license year shall be 
one-half of the above amounts. 


Section 8. Display of License. 


(a) Every box and device so_ licensed 
shall bear suitable identification marks 
and numbers which shall be written by 
the City Clerk upon the license issued for 
such machine and such license shall be 
properly affixed to such machine so as to 
be visible at all times. 


(b) Such licenses may be transferred 
from one box or device to another similar 
box or device upon application to the City 
Clerk to such effect and the giving of a 
description and serial number of such new 
box or device, whereupon the City Clerk 
shall issue a new license without payment 
of an additional fee, providing that said 
box or device remains at the same loca- 
tion as the prior machine. 


(c) If the licensee shall move his place 
of business to another location within the 
City of Lansing the license may be trans- 
ferred to such new location upon applica- 
tion to the City Clerk, giving street and 
number of the new location, and approval 
therefore being given by the Chief of 
Police. 


(d) When the business of a licensee is 
sold or transferred, the license or licenses 
of such licensee may be transferred to the 
new owner or transferee with the consent 
of'the Chief of Police. : 
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Section 9. Prohibitions and Restrictions. 


(a) No person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation holding a license under this ordi- 
nance shall permit any person under the 
age of eighteen years to play or operate 
any mechanical amusement device as_ de- 
fined in Section 1 of this ordinance. 


(b) No person, firm, corporation or as- 
sociation holding a licénse under this ordi- 
nance shall permit the playing of juke 
boxes, as defined in Section 1, between the 
hours of twelve o’clock midnight and seven 
o'clock A.M. of any day. 


Section 10. Revocation of License. Every 
license issued under this ordinance is sub- 
ject to the right which is hereby expressly 
reserved, to revoke the same should the 
licensee, directly or indirectly, permit the 
operation of any juke box or mechanical 
amusement device contrary to the provi- 
sions of this ordinance, the ordinances of 
the City of Lansing, or the law of the 
State of Michigan. Said license may be 
revoked by the City, Council after written 
notice to the licensee, which notice shall 
specify the ordinance or law _ violations 
with which the licensee is charged, if after 
a hearing the licensee is found to be 
guilty of such violations. Five days’ no- 
tice of the hearing shall be given the 
licensee, At such hearing the licensee and 
his attorney may be present and submit 
evidence in his defense. 


Section 11. Seizure and Destruction of 
Machine. If the Chief of Police shall have 


reason to believe any mechanical amuse- 


ment device is used as a gambling device, 
such machine may be seized by the police 
and impounded and if upon tridl of the 
licensee for allowing it to be used as a 
gambling device said licensee be found 
guilty, such machine shall be destroyed by 
the police. 


Section 12. Penalty. Any person, firm, 
corporation or association violating any 
provisions of this ordinance, in addition to 
the revocation of any and all licenses 
issued to it, him or them shall be liable 
to a penalty of not more than $100.00 and 
costs of prosecution or imprisonment for 
a term not to exceed 90 days or both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court. 


Section 13. Separability of Provisions. 
It is the intention of the City Council that 
each separate provision of this ordinance 
shall be deemed independent of all other 
provisions herein, and it is further the 
intention of the City Council that if any 
provision of this ordinance be declared in- 
valid, all other provisions thereof shall 
remain valid and enforceable.

Dear Mr. Eger: 
As agreed in our telephone conversation 


of Friday, June 8th, we are furnishing the 
following information regarding the smoke 


condition resulting from the operation of - 


our powerhouse. We have done, or plan 
to do, the following: 


Last year we had a study of our plant 
made by a combustion engineer from the 
Norfolk & Western Co. We installed equip- 
ment following their study, in an endeavor 
to correct the smoke condition. A_ slight 
improvement was noted with the quality of 
the coal then in use. During the winter 
the coal situation resulted in a poor grade 
of coal being available and any improve- 
ment resulting from the above installation 
was voided. We still find it necessary to 
use an inferior grade of coal. 


We have had two companies survey our 
powerhouse this spring. They have made 
definite recommendations which should re- 
sult in our powerhouse operating with a 
much improved smoke condition. Quota- 
tions and delivery dates are now in our 
plant and we are placing orders for equip-‘ 
ment immediately. Delivery promises are 
from 4 to 12 weeks for this equipment and 
the installation will follow immediately on 
receipt of the equipment. We believe this 
should result in the Novo’s contribution of 
smoke in this areas being within reason on 
completion of this installation. Improve- 
ment should be noticeable as the first 
equipment is installed. By this we mean 
that the first equipment which is due in 
our plant in 4 to 5 weeks will be imme- 
diately installed and this should result in 
less smoke being produced. The material 
slated for 12 weeks delivery will complete 
the improvement and we believe when this 
is accomplished, it should result in a con- 
dition which will eliminate all reasonable 
complaints from our neighbors.

For the past several years the city has 
operated a school traffic signal at the inter- 
section of Cedar Street and Pacific Avenue 
in front of the Maplewood School. 


This signal operated only at such times 
when children were going to or coming 
from school and in accordance with our 
policy on these types of signals, they are 
discontinued during the summer months. 


I have had several complaints from resi- 
dents in that area that since this light 
has been discontinued, it has become rather 
difficult to cross Cedar Street, due to the 
fast-moving traffic on the street. 


It is my opinion that if this signal were 
moved one block south, to Rockford Road, 
it would not only serve for protection for 
children crossing Cedar Street to and from 
the school but would also give protection 
to traffic coming off from Rockford Road 
onto Cedar Street, since the traffic on Rock- 
ford Road is considerably more than it is 
on Pacific Avenue.

As discussed with Mr. Victor Leyrer I 
wish to make the following suggestions 
concerning the amending of the Zoning 
Ordinance as follows: 


“Insert a new section between Section 8 
and Section 9 to read thus: 


Section 8—A. 
Use Regulations 
“G’’ Business District 


In the “G’’ Business District no building 
or land shall be used and no building shall 
be hereafter erected, converted or struc- 
turally altered, unless otherwise provided 
in this ordinance, except for one or more 
of the following uses:

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Alderman Eddy, read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend Section 9 of 
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an ordinance entitled, “An ordinance to 
regulate and restrict the location of trades 
and industries and the location of build- 
ings designed for specified uses, to regu- 
late and limit the height and bulk of build- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, to regu- 
late and determine the area of yards, 
courts, and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may he 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide the 
city into districts and within such districts 
to regulate and restrict the erection, con- 
struction, reconstruction,. alteration, repair 
or use of buildings, structures and land, 
to provide for the administration of said 
regulations and to prescribe penalties for 
the violation of the provisions hereof, and 
to provide for the enforcement hereof, and 
to repeal the Zoning Ordinance passed 
June 13th, 1927 and all amendments there- 
to and all other ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances in confiict herewith,’’ and to add 
oe, Section to be known as Section 8 
(A). 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 9 of an ordinance 
entitled, ‘‘An ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and indus- 
tries and the location of buildings designed 
for specified uses, to regulate and limit the 
height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine the area of yards, courts and other 
opcn spaces surrounding buildings, to limit 
and restrict the maximum number of 
families which may be housed in dwellings 
hereafter erected or altered, and for said 
purpose to divide the city into districts and 
within such districts to regulate and re- 
strict the erection, construction, reconstruc- 
tion, alteration, repair or use of buildings, 
structures and land, to provide for the ad- 
ministration of said regulations and to pre- 
seribe penalties for the violation of the 
provisions hereof, and to provide for the en- 
forcement hereof, and to repeal the Zoning 
Ordinance passed June.13th, 1927 and al! 
amendments thereto and all other ordi- 
nances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith,’’ is hereby amended and a new 
section to be known as Section 8 (A) is 
added, said amended section and new sec- 
tion to read as follows: 


SECTION g (A) 


Use Regulations 
*<G’? Business District 


In the “G’’ District no building or land 
shall be used and no building shall be here- 
after erected, converted or _ structurally 
altered, unless otherwise provided in this 
ordinance, except for one or more of the 
following uses: 


(1) Any use permitted in the “F’’ Com- 
mercial District. 


(2) Storage warehouses. 


(3) Public garages used primarily for 
the storage of motor driven vehicles. 


‘ 
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No theater shall be erected within this 
district unless there is provided on the 
same lot, or within three hundred (300) 
feet thereof, a space for off-street parking 
which contains an area adequate to accom- 
modate one (1) automobile for every four 
(4) seats in the theater. 


This restriction shall apply only to the- 
aters erected outside the Fire Limits. 


SECTION 9 


Use Regulations | 
“H” Light Industrial District 


In the “H’”’ Light Industrial District any 
building or land except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this ordinance may be used fcr 
any use permitted in the “‘G’’ Commercial 
District, or for-any other use except the 
following:

Section 1. Sections 4, 6 and 8 of an 
Ordinance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to regu- 
late and license second-hand dealers,” are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 4. Any person, corporation, part- 
nership, or firm whose business is that of 
dealing in, buying, selling, storing, and 
exchanging second-hand goods, articles, ur 
merchandise of any kind, including lead 
pipe, tools, lighting fixtures, plumbing fix- 
tures, radios, watches, jewelry, precious 
stones, musical instruments, electrical mo- 
tors, electrical appliances, fire arms, auto- 
motive parts and _ aecessories, bicycles, 
clothing, wearing apparel, and microm- 
eters, TYPEWRITERS, CLOTHING OR 
ANY ARTICLE OF PERSONAL PROP- 
ERTY' OR OTHER VALUABLE THING 
EXCEPT NEW ARTICLES, WARES OR 
MERCHANDISE PURCHASED AT 
WHOLESALE FROM’ MANUFACTURERS, 
WHOLESALE DISTRIBUTORS OR JOB- 
BERS FOR RETAIL SALE TO CUS- 
TOMERS AND EXCEPTING MOTOR 
VEHICLES, OLD RAGS, WASTE PAPER. 
BOOKS, MAGAZINES, TAPESTRIES, 
ANTIQUES AND HOUSEHOLD FURNI- 
TURE, is hereby defined as a_ second- 
hand dealer. Secondhand and used tires 
when such tires are removed from. the 
vehicle to which said tires are attached 
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in the presence of the person receiving 
them are excluded from the _ provisions 
hereof. And provided further that this or- 
dinance shall not apply to those persons, 
corporations, partnerships or firms whose 
principal business is that of dealing in new 
goods, articles and merchandise and who 
do not buy secondhand goods, articles and 
merchandise outright, but occasionally ac- 
cept in trade or repossess electrical appli- 
ances, gas appliances, lighting fixtures, 
electrical motors, radios, watches, jewelry, 
precious stones and musical instruments. 


Section 6. Such articles, purchased or 
exchanged shall be retained by the pur- 
chaser thereof, for at least fifteen (15) 
days before disposing of them in an ac- 
cessible place in the building where such 
articles are purchased and received. A tag 
shall be attached to such articles in some 
visible and convenient place, with the num- 
ber written thereupon to correspond with 
the entry number in such book and such 
purchaser shall prepare and deliver WITH- 
IN 48 HOURS to the Chief of Police a 
legible and correct copy, on cards furnished 
by the Police Department OR MICHIGAN 
STATE POLICE written in the English 
language from such book, containing a 
description of each article purchased or 
received during the preceding week, the 
hour and day when the purchase was made, 
and the description of the person from 
whom it was purchased. Such statement 
shall be verified by the affidavit of the 
person subscribing his name thereto. Pro- 
*vided, however, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall make it necessary for the 
purchaser to retain articles purchased 
from individuals, firms or corporations 
having a fixed place of business after said 
articles shall have been reported. 


Section 8. In every case where said 
licensee shall purchase or receive any 
ARTICLE OR VALUABLE THING DE- 
SCRIBED IN SECTION 4, said person 
shall take AND DELIVER TO THE 
CHIEF OF POLICE on the card furnished 
by the Police Department OR MICHIGAN 
STATE POLICE in addition to the re- 
quirements of Section 6, a legible print of 
the thumb of the right hand of the per- 
son from whom said article is received, 
and if said person has no right thumb, 
then the legible print of the thumb of 
the left hand or a finger which shall be 
so identified in writing by the licensee.

-A representative of the Union appeared 


before the Commission and stated that a ~

Gentlemen: 


Recently, following a petition of protest 
against the Michigan Fertilizer company 
filed by residents of the neighborhood, 
which petition complained of the fumes 
liberated from the vent*stacks, your hon- 
orable body referred the matter to the 
Department of Health for investigation. 


On July 17, an investigation was made 
jointly by the Bureau ‘of Sanitation and 
Foods of this Department and the Bureau 
of Industrial Hygiene of the Michigan 
Department of Health. Further study and 
tests were made by the Bureau of In- 
dustrial Hygiene on August 6, and August 


' 


The results of these tests showed that 
approximately only 50% of the gas was 
being removed from the fumes, and that 
residents of the neighborhood were being 
exposed to’ the remainder, which con- 
stituted a definite health hazard. To rec- 
tify this situation the following recom- 
mendations were made: 


1. That the acid scrubbing towers be 
provided with additional supply jets 
with proper spray nozzles attached. 


2. That mechanical exhaust ventilation 
to control the dust generated be pro- 
vided for the following operations: 


City Traffic Engineer. 


~ 
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acidulating, manufacturing and bag- 
ging. 


3. That a housekeeping program be in- 
stituted and maintained after the ven- 
tilation system has been installed. 


4. That individual towels, and a mild 
non-abrasive soap be provided in the 
washroom. 


5. That a planned program of mainte- 
nance on all equipment be inaugu- 
rated in order to eliminate potential 
health hazards by leaking and spill- 

_ ing. 


The company has already begun to carry 
out the above recommendations. It has 
‘purchased from the John Bean Company 
an adequate spray and a booster pump 
which will furnish 150 pounds ef pressure, 
which will make the spray more effective, 
and which, we believe, will take care of the 
matter. 


As soon as the installation has been com- 
pleted, the Bureau of Industrial Hygiene 
of the Michigan Department of Health 
plans to run further tests. If the fumes 


“are not taken care of by means of the 


\ 


above equipment, it is planned to instail 
a sodium hydroxide bath which should re- 
move all residual acid.

Section 3. Certain Devices Not Pe 
mitted.

Section 4. License Required. Any pers 
displaying for public patronage or keepi 
for operation any juke box, or mechani 
amusement device as herein defined by S: 
tion 1 shall be required to obtain a licer 
from the City Clerk, upon payment of 
license fee. Application for such _ licex 
shall be made to the Chief of Police up 
a form, to be supplied by the City Cle 
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or that purpose. It is hereby declared to 
e unlawful for any person to display for 
ublic patronage or keep for operation any 
juke box or mechanical amusement device, 
s defined in Section 1, without such box 
r device being licensed as herein provided. 


No license shall be required of nor shall 
his ordinance apply to any juke box oper- 
ted solely by the owner therecf or oper- 
ted by others with the owners’ consent 
ithout payment of any charge, fee or the 
nsertion .of any coin, slug, token, plate, 
isc or key.

No license shall be issued to any appli- 
nt unless he shall be over twenty-one 
ears of age and a citizen of the United 
tates.

Section 7. Inspection. Application for 
cense shall be made in duplicate, both of 
hich shall be filed with the Chief of 
olice who shall. investigate the location 
herein it is proposed to operate such 
achine, ascertain if the applicant is a 
rson of good moral character, and either 
prove or disapprove the application. One 
py thereof shall be delivered to the City 
lerk who shall submit the same to the 
ity Council for approval or disapproval.

Section 9. Display of License.

(a) Every box and device so licensed 
shall bear suitable identification marks and 
numbers which shall be written by the 
City Clerk upon the license issued for such 
machine and such license shall be properly 
affixed to such machine so as to be visible 
at all times. 


(b) Such licenses may be _ transferred 
froin one box or device to another similar 
box or device upon application to the City 
Clerk to such effect and the giving of a 
description and serial number of such new 
box or device, whereupon the City Clerk 
shall issue a new iicense without payment 
of an additional fee, providing that said 
box or device remains at the same location 
as the prior machine. 


(c) If the licensee shall move his place 
of business to another location within the 
City of, Lansing the license may be irans- 
ferred to such new location upon applica- 


tion to the City Clerk, giving street and 


number of the new location, and approval 
therefor being given by the Chief of Police. 


(d) When the business of a licensee is 
sold or transferred, the license or licenses 
of such licensee may be transferred to the 
new owner or transferee with the consent 
of the Chief of Police. 


Section 10. Prohibitions and Restrictions. 


(a) No person holding a license under 
this ordinance, his agents or employees, 
shall permit any person under the age of 
eighteen years to play or operate nor shall 
any person under the age of eighteen years 
play or operate any mechanical amusement 
device as defined in Section 1 of this ordi- 
nance. 


(b) No person holding a license under 
this ordinance, his agents or employees, 
shall permit the playing of juke boxes nor 
shall any person play licensed juke boxes 
as defined in Section 1, between the hours 
of twelve o’clock midnight and _ seven 
o’clock A.M. of any day. 


Section 11. Revocation of License. Every 
license issued under this ordinance is sub- 
ject to the right which is hcreby expressly 
reserved, to revoke the same should the 
licensee, directly or indirectly, permit the 
operation of any juke box or mechanical 
amusement device contrary to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, the ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, or the law of the 
State of Michigan. Said license may be 
revoked by the City Council after written 
notice to the licensee,. which notice shall 
specify the violations with which the li- 
censee is charged, if after a hearing the 
licensee is found to be guilty of such viola- 
tions. Five days notice of the hearing shail 
be given the licensee.

Section 12. Seizure and Destruction of

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Machine. If the Chief of Police shall have 
reason to believe any mechanical amuse- 
ment device is used as a gambling device, 
such machine may be seized by the police 
and impounded and if upon trial of the 
licensee for allowing it to be used as a 
gambling device said licensee be found 
guilty, such machine shall be destroyed by 
the police. 


Section 13. Penalty. Any person violat- 
ing any provisions of this ordinance in ad- 
dition te the revocation of any and all 
licenses, shall be liabie to a penalty of 
not more than $100.00 and costs of prose- 
cution or imprisonment for a term not to 
exceed 90 days or both such fine and im- 
prisonment in the discretion of the court. 


Section 14. Separability of Provisions. 
It is the intention of the City Council that 
each separate provision of this ordinance 
shall be deemed independent of all other 
provisions herein, and it is further the 
intention of the City Council that if any 
provision of this ordinance be declared 
invalid, all other provisions thereof shal] 
remain valid and enforceable.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council, 
Gentlemen: 


For the past year the Park Board has 
had under consideration the purchase of 
10 acres of wooded land located between 
Gier Street and the north city limits, and 
an option was secured for the property and 
the Council included an item for the pur- 
chase of the property in the last City 
Budget. ° 


In an effort to consolidate the park prop- 
erties in the north end of the City, the 
Council at their last meeting authorized a 
transfer of* land with the Michigan Sugar 
Company which will add two acres to 
Reasoner Park and eliminate one odd piece 
of property. 


A second plan which was requested by 
the Board calls_for the sale of the 7.145 
acres of land on Turner Street north of 
the railroad frontage of the Boichot Con- 
crete Products Company and the purchase 
of the William Banghart acreage which 
is bounded by the woods on the west and 
has a frontage of over 300 feet on M-27 
(Larch Street). There are about 20 acres 
in this property, which, with the woods, 
will provide a 30 acre neighborhood park 
in the section and on the site recommended 
by the City Plan, and all within a block 
of the Thomas Street school where the new 
junior high school is proposed. 


In a communication to the Park Board, 
C. W. McKibbin acting as agent for the 
Boichot Concrete Products Company and 
for Mr. and Mrs. William Banghart, noti- 
fied the Board that Mr. and Mrs. Banghart 
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have signed an option to sell their 20 acre 
tract for park purposes for $7,000.00 and 
that the Boichot Concrete Products Com- 
pany has offered $6,000.00 for the seven 
acres of City property on Turner Street, 
provided that the -zoning be changed from 
Purk Zoning to “H” Light Industrial. Mr. 
Boichot has also agreed to make a donation 
of $1,000.00 to the City in order that there 
be no expense to the City in making the 
transfer. There is no brokerage charge to 
the City. 


The Turner acreage cost the City 
$4,000.00 and is assessed at $4,600.00. The 
land was graded and some work done on 
the property under W.P.A. It has not 
been developed or used as a park and is 
so located that it is difficult to supervise 
from Reasoner Park as the property lies 
across the tracks and some distance from 
the park. — 


The communication from Mr. McKibbin 
was referred to the Park Committee of the 
Board with power to act. We now have 
the endorsement of the City Planning Com- 
mission in the exchange of the property 
and their favorable consideration of the 
change in zoning. 


The Park Committee recommends the ex- 
change of properties and is hereby referr- 
ing the same for the consideration of the 
City Council. 


The Committee further expresses their 
appreciation of the generosity of Mr. 
Boichot and the fine co-operation of Mr. 
ete Mrs. Banghart in their offer to the

At said hearing, evidence may be 
introduced by the City and said abutting 
owner, or owners, relative thereto, after 
which the Council shall determine whether 
or not such obstruction constitutes a traific 
hazard, and if so determines such abutting 
owner shall be ordered to trim, cut, re- 
move or destroy such hazard within ten 
days.
